The questionnaires wer4& sent to all 
doctors in state capitals, to all doc- 
tors in the states of Maine, South 
Carolina and Oregon and to all doc- 
tors in the leading textile cities of 
New England, the steel _ cities 
Youngstown and Canton, Ohio, and 
all in West Virginia for its activity 
as a coal mining region. 

Atlanta physicians, answering the 
question, “What effect has prohibi- 
tion had on moral conditions?’ an- 
swered that the effect had been bad, 
according to 72 of them, while 40 
voted that the effect had been good. 

To the question, “Have financial 
conditions improved?’ only 39 At- 
lanta doctors answered “yes,” while 
as many as 61 answered “rio.” 

The fourth question was: “What 
noticeable influence has_ prohibition 
had on general health?” To this, only 
39 Atlanta doctors believed the ef- 
fect to be good, while as many as 70 
said it was bad. 

Totalling replies from the 13,000 
physicians all over the country, it 
was shown that a majority have re- 
ported prohibition as having a bad 
moral influegce on their communi- 
ties; a majority believe the financial 
welfare of the people has been im- 
proved by the dry law; a/large ma- 
jority do not see any effect on gen- 
eral health conditions, and an over- 
whelming majority are _ dissatisfied 
with the present prohibition condi- 
tions. : : 

The proportion of doctors dissatis- 
fied to those satisfied with conditions 
is over 5 to 1 in favor of those dis- 
satisfied. 

Georgia, as a state, shows a pre- 
ponderant vote that the moral influ- 
ence of prohibition has been bad; a 
slight majority that prohibtion has 
improved the financial condition of 
their patients; a preponderant vote 
that prohibition has not affected the 
health of their patients and an over- 
whelming dissatisfaction with prohi- 
bition conditions. — 


NEW RATES TO AID 
SOUTHERN PORTS 


Washingion, June 21.—(4)—Ship- 
ping board officials see in the near 
future the drive, of cargo shipping 
lines operating out of south Atlantic 
ports, to wrest from the grip of the 
great north Atlantic shipping centers 
some _part of the export cargoes orig- 
inating in central freight association 
territory. 

Under a new agreement approved 
last week by the board, five south 
Atlantic carrier ship lines ‘revised 
their understanding as to ocean rates 
so as to permit central territory ship- 
pers to get the benefit of whatever 
differentials in rail rates there may 
be in favor Of southern ports. Pre- 
viously the southern lines had consid- 
ered the through rates on this traf- 
fic and equalized against the New 
York ocean rate; but the rail differ- 
entials enjoyed by ports south of New 
York to and including Norfolk operat- 
ed against the more goutherly outlets 
for export business, : 

The shipping board expressed its 
approval of wider distribution of 
export business among American ports 
in 1924. The case involved was the 
port differentials matter, and _ the 
board gaid: 

“Permeating the record in this 
ease is the thought advanced primarily 
by counsel for the port of New York 
a.thority and the New England ports 
that rail-and-water rates from central 
freight association territory to for- 
eign destinations should be equalized 
through all these ports. Without at- 
tempting to pass upon this matter,

Using “constructive economy” as 
his slogan the president said that a 
further appreciable reduction in an- 
nual expenditures of the federal gov- 
ernment cannot be expected but that 
the chief hope lies in debt reduction 
and a consequent lessening of inter- 
est charges. 

As a new measure of economy Pres- 
ident Coolidge proposed a_ reduction 
in payrolls under a scheme by which 
$20,000,000..is to be saxed. during the 
next 12 months. The > details of the 
plan, which were outlined by Direc- 
tor of the Budget H. M. Lord in an 
nddress following’ that of the presi- 
dent, call for the organization of the 
“two per cent personnel club.” It is 
not contemplated to discharge any em- 
ployes but to “omit filling many va- 
eancies as they occur, thus resulting 
in saving at least two per cent of 
the annual salary cost. This should 
be possible, General Lord asserted, 
in view of the fact that the number 
of vacancies ‘filled through the civil 
service system annually represents 
about nine per cent of the total em- 
ployes, 

Budget Achievements. 

Reviewing the achievements of the 
federal government during five years 
of the operation of the budget sys- 
tem, President Coolidge said that since

that city for a new central postoffice 
building. 

This became known here Monday 
after a special committee of Atlanta 
business men, named by Mayor Wal- 
ter A. Sims, had appeared before of- 
ficials of the postoffice department 
and treasury department and strong- 
ly presented the necessity for such a 
building to accommodate the tremen- 
dously increased business of the 
southern metropolis. 

Mr. New, after the presentation, 
promised the Atlanta committee that 


a “directorial head” of the postoffice 
Reiateirat would go to Atlanta in 
the near future and make a close per- 
sonal investigation of conditions 
there, preparatory to making recom- 
mendations for federal building ex- 
penditures to the next congress, as 
provided in the recently passed pub- 
lic buildings bill. 

New Hears Committee. 

The Atlanta committee, consisting 
of John K. Ottley, Frank Neely and 
Fred B. Wilson, were accompanied to 
the office of Mr. New by Senator 
Walter S. George. There was no for- 
mal hearing, the data carried by the 
Atlantans, which was remarkably 
clear and concise, being presented to 
Mr. New and Mr. Barrett during a 
brief, but intensely businesslike con- 
ference, 

At the treasury department the At- 
lantans were greeted by Assistant 
Secretary Dewey. Secretary Mellon 
was not in the city, but he had desig- 
nated Mr. Dewey to hear the claims 
of the Georgia city. Mr. Dewey was 
much impressed with the necessitie 
for expansion of the Atlanta offices 
and, while no definite promise was 
made, it was thought almost certain 
that a treasury official will accom- 
pany the postoffice department of- 
ticial on the inspection trip to At- 
lanta. 

The committee sles called at the 
commerce department and conferred 
with Assistant Secretary Drake, lieu- 
tenant to Secretary Hoover, regarding 
the probability that Atlanta will soon 
have air service deliveries on a route 
extending from Boston, through New 
York and Philadelphia, to the Geor- 
gia capital.: Mr. Drake assured them 
that the department is ready to under- 
take lighting of the air route for night 
flying as soon as congress appropriates 
the necessary funds, They also con- 
ferred with Warren Glover, second 
lieutenant postmaster general, who has 
charge of air mails. The delegation 
was informed that the postoffice and 
commerce departments intend to desig- 
nate the route as a No. 1 route. 

The. Atlanta delegation expressed 


results of the conferences with the 
government officials and expressed 
confidence that, once the situation at 
the Atlanta posoffice is seen and un- 
derstood by the proper authorities, that 
appropriation of funds for a new build- 
ing wlll be promptly made. 

‘Charts were presented showing the 
population of Atlanta and its distri- 
bution, postoffice receipts, number of 
fcderal employes, amount of mail 
handled in the Atlanta office, num- 
ber of telephones, postage increase, 
clearing house receipts, and building 
permits all over a period of 15 years. 

Mr. Ottley left Monday night for 
New York. where he will rejoin Mrs. 
Ottley, and Mr. Neely and Mr. Smith 
returned to Atlanta.

Council was to have been asked 
Monday to vote $25,000 to begin at 
ence, under expert engineers of the 
geodetic survey, a triangular survey 
of Atlanta and its environs as the 
first step in a great sewerage im- 
provement for Atlanta, but the truce 
which has existed for the past sev- 
eral days developed Monday into a 
permanent peace. This promised early 
acquisition of bond funds for all proj- 
ects and council was not asked for 
the fund for the new park. 
The triangular survey now will be 
made, it was pointed out, to deter- 
mine in a scientific manner the slope 
and the grade of Atlanta, thus per- 
mitting engineers to lay sewers and 
drainage in an intelligent manner in- 
stead of by “guess work’’ as has been 
done heretofore, city construction 
ehiefs pointed out. This is the-only 
reasonable way to plan for the At- 
lanta of tomorrow, it was said. 
Withdrawal of the suit against the 
bonds is expected to take place os 
soon as Mayor Walter A. Sims af- 
fixes his signature to the resolutions 
of settlement passed Monday by coun- 


cil. 

It is said that $500,000 of the $2,- 
sewer bond money will be 
available from sale of bonds by July 
1 and that this will provide ample 
funds to push the new park survey 
in accordance with plans of the bond 
commission and council.

PROPOSED TRAFFIC 


WILL BE REVISED 


Proposal for Atlanta’s automatic po- 


lice eourt for traffic law offenders 
will be amended in order to make 
it very explicit in its provisions and 
will be brought back to council per- 
fected, according to a motion to refer 
it back to the ordinance committee 
passed Monday sfternoon. 

Councilman W. PE. Saunders, of the 
12th, who sponsored and is the father 
of the measure, declared that there are 
several other things which may be in- 
cluded in the’ proposal and asked that 
it go back to the ordinance committee 
for further consideration. 

The paper provided that minor in- 
fractions of the traffic laws be dis- 
missed when “patrons” of the auto- 
matic court appeared at the police 
station and posted fines with the po- 
lice lieutenant then on duty. The 
first offense would be punishable by 
a fine of $6; the ssauad by $11; the 
third by $16 and so on, 
was designed to relieve congestion in 


traffic cases from this court and put- 
ting them under the jurisdiction of the 
automatic tribunal. Friends of the 
measure declare it is favored unani- 
mously by council and that it is sent 
back only for perfection.

_ Efforts to change the. name of 
Buckhead to Northwood or some other 
name as chosen by residents of the 


section will be continued with re- 
newed vigor, according to a com- 
munication to The Constitution from 
W.H. Wynne, Jr., of the Shadowlawn 
Improvement club. 

At the last meeting of the Fulton 
county commission the board ad- 
versed a petition signed by 169 busi- 
ness men, property owners and citi- 
zens of Buckhead advocating the 
change, following hearing. Chairman 
Paul §S. Etheridge pointed out that 
the commission had the authority to 
change the name of a militia district 
in the county or to adjust boundary 


lines but had no authority whatever 


to change the name of a certain sec- 
tion in the county. 

Several prominent speakers and 
citizens eres before the body and 
opposed the change, basing opposition 
on sentiment and reviewing the his- 
torical background which the name 
of Buckhead suggested. 

The advocates set out that the resi- 
dents of the community had been 
greatly hampered and inconvenienced 
in the delivery of express, mail and 
merchandise because of the duplica- 
tion of the name.

Association of Atlanta, 
which she is secretary, Miss Dicker- 
son declared that this survey showed 
that the percentage of tuberculosis in 
cotton mills in Atlanta is lower thar‘n 
in many other industries. Under her 
direction 2,166 people were examined 
in one mill village in Atlanta and it 
was found that galy 18 were suffering 
with -tuberculosis, which is a _ per- 
centage much lower than in many 
‘other industries. 

Miss Dickerson said the survey 
‘showed also that the housing condi- 
tions are much better in the mill vil- 
lages examined than in other villages 
a by Yradustries other than cotton 
mills. 

“This service provided by the Tuber- 
culosis association is avyailable for 
other mills in Georgia,” Miss Dick- 
erson said,

Health Is Emphasized. 


If a cotton mill were to find its 
defective, it would take immediate 
steps to remedy conditions, according 
to Miss Dickerson, who stated that the 
health conditions are just as impor- 
tant to the mill as these other es- 
sentials. 

“Some mills are forced to carry 
from three to five per cent extra hands 
to take places of people unable to 
work because of preventable sickness,” 
Miss Dickerson said. “It would be 
a good thing for the mills to establish 
courses in the textile schools in health 
conditi¢gas so that the future cotton 
mill executives would be equipped to 
look after this important feature of 
successful mill operation,” she added. 

Miss Dickerson said the mills have 
shown a fine spirit of cooperation in 
promoting better health conditions, 
and said it is now time to work on 
the individuals and to bring to these 
individnals the knowledge of health 
conditions which would enable them 
to promote improvement. 

Mr. Jones in his talk on safety said 
the mills could obtain a _ reduction 
in accident insurance rates if they 
provided safety rules and saw that 
such rules were enforced. 

“I would suggest that these rules 
be establshed and that a system of 
penalties be provided for their vio- 
lation,” he said, 

The compensation laws of the state 
provide that a workman who is in- 
jured after violating a safety rule is 
not entitled to accident compensa- 


tion.
